Odd Hundred Years Ago. 
One hundred years ago not a pound of 
coal, not a cubic tost of illuminated gas had 
becu burned rn this country. No iron 
■lores were used, and no contrivance econ- 
omi/.ing heat employed until Dr. Franklin 
invented the ircn Iramed fire place, which 
still bears his name. All the cooking and 
w arm ing in tow n aud c o u n try were done 
by aid of fire kindled in the brick oven or 
on the hearth. Fine knots or tallow can­ 
dles furnished the light for the long win­ 
ter nights, and sanded floors supplied the 
place of rugs and carpels. The water used 
tor househoid purposes was drawn from 
deep wells by the creaking sweep. No 
form of pump was used in this country, so 
far as we can learn, until after the com­ 
mencement of the present century. There 
were no friction matches in those early 
days, by the aid of which fire could be 
easily kindled; and if the fire went out 
upon the hearth over night, and tile tinder 
was damp, so that sparks would not catch, 
the alternative was presented of wander­ 
ing through the snow a mile or so to bor­ 
row of a neighbor. Only one room in any 
house was warm, unless some ol the fami­ 
ly were ill. In all the rest the tempera­ 
ture was at zero many nights in the win­ 
ter.

Longfellow’s Home. 
Mr. Longfellow’* boose at Cambridge is 
one of the few American houses to which 
pilgrimages will be made in the future. It 
was surrounded with historic associations 
before he entire ! it, abd it is now sur­ 
rounded tfitlT poetic ones—a double halo 
encircling Its time-honored walls, it is 
supposed to have been built in the first halt 
of the last century by Colonel John Vas­ 
sal, who died in 1747, and whose ashes re­ 
pose In the churchyard at Cambridge 
under a free-stone tablet, on which are 
sculptured the words Vas-til, aud the em­ 
blems a goblet and sud. He left a son, 
John, who Dyed into Revolutionary times, 
aud 
was 
a 
royalist, as 
many 
ol 
the 
rich 
colonists 
were. 
The 
house passed from bis hands (tor a suitable 
consideration, let us hope) and came iulo 
the hands of the Provincial Government, 
who allotted it to General Washington as 
his headquarters after the battle of Bunker 
Hill 
Its next occupant) was a cerLain 
Mr. Thomas Tracy, of whom tradition 
says that he was yery rich, and that his 
servants drank his costly 
wines from 
carved pitchers. He appears to have sent 
out privateers to scour the seas in the Eist 
and West Indies, and to worry the com­ 
merce of England and of Spain; though 
why he should inc ude the galleons of 
Spain in his freebootmg voyages is not 
Clear. Ile failed one day, and the hundred 
gueets Wino had been accustomed to sit 
down at the banquets of Vassal house were 
compelled lo find other hosts. 
Andrew 
Craigle, apothecary general of the north­ 
ern provincial army, who amassed a for­ 
tune in that office, which fortune took to 
itself wings, though not belore it hail en­ 
larged Vassal house and built a bridge over 
the Charles River, connecting Cambridge 
with Boston, and still bearing hi* name. 
In the summer of 1837 a studious young 
gentleman of 30 might have been seen 
wending his way down the elm-shaded 
path that led to the Craigle house. 
Ile 
lifted the huge knocker, which fell with a 
brazen clang, and 
enquired 
for Mrs. 
Craigle. The parlor door was thrown 
opeo, and a tall, erect figure, crowned with 
a turban stood before him. 
It was the 
reiect of Andrew Craigle, whilom apothe­ 
cary general of the dead and gone northern 
provincial army. 
The young gentleman 
enquired if their was a room vacant in her 
house. 
“I lodge students no longer,” abe said 
gravely. 
“But I am not a student,” he remarked. 
“I am a professor in the university.’' 
“A professor ?” she enquired, as if she 
associated learning with age. 
“P olessor Longfellow,” said the would- 
be lodger. 
“Ah ! that is different. I will show you 
what there is.” 
She then proceeded to show him several 
rooms, saying, a* she closed the 
door of 
each, “You can have that.” 
At last she 
opened the door of the southeast corner 
room of tile second etory, aud said that he 
could have it. 
*(This was General Wash­ 
ington’s cham ber.” Bo Professor Longleilow 
became a resident of this historic house, 
which had been occupied before him by 
Edward ‘Everett and Jared Sparks, and 
which was occupied with him by Joseph 
E. Worcester, the lexicographer. iTruIv, 
his lines had fallen in pleasant places.—A’.
